Miles also discussed the labor troubles at 
some length. 
In the report of the Board of Trustees a 
brief sketch of the attempts at restricting 
or prohibiting the sale of intoxicants in 
the several States is followed by a descrip­ 
tion ot tbe extraordinary growth of the 
Association, the membership having in­ 
creased fully one-third, ami the production 
nearly one-half since 1884. Various other 
reports were read and adopted.

I n d ia n a p o l is, May 3 0 th .— The National 
Prohibition Convention met here to-day, 
and after reorganizing took a recess, and 
rea ssem b le d at 3:45 o’clock. 
The Com­ 
mittee on Credentials was not ready to re­ 
port, so the time was taken up for nearly 
an hour with songs, interspersed with im ­ 
prom ptu addresses. The first motion put 
Defoes tbe Convention, as a m atter of busi­ 
ness, was on the part of delegate Turner of 
Pennsylvania, that a telegram be sent the 
Brewers' Association in session in St. Paul, 
bidding d efian ce, but the m atter was c h o k e d 
off summarily. 
A few moments later a rfm ilar motion- 
was brought 
into prontinsnce by .Rev. 
W alter T. Mills, who asked permission to 
read it, that having been asked of him. 
After a tum ultous debate, in which several 
delegates were constantly on the floor, the 
mover of th e resolution was given leave to 
withdraw it. 
At this moment a little son of the late 
John B. Finch was brought up on-the plat­ 
form 
amid 
loud cheering. 
Chairman 
Dickie oí the National Committee pre­ 
sented the little fellow a gold medal on be­ 
half of' the Prohibition party. 
Further tim e was taken up with singing, 
and then another cause of slightly acrimo­ 
nious discu-jsiou appeared in the shape of a 
motion that ex-suldiera of the Union and 
Confederate 
armies 
stand 
up and he 
counted. The motion was finally tabled. 
A memorial from the National W. C. 
T. U. was then read, asking the Convention 
to place in its platform a plank demanding 
that the Bible be placed in the public 
schools ; that personalities be avoided in 
the coining campaign ; that sectionalism be 
completely buried, and that, lastly, the 
position of the party in 1884 on the woman 
suffrage question be reaffirmed. Referred 
to the Committee on Resolutions. 
A resolution was then offered by Judge 
Gore, of New York, reaffirming the woman- 
suffrage plank of 1884, with the proviso 
that that issue be not made a test ot party 
fealty. Referred. 
Immediately following the credential re­ 
port came that of the Committee on Per­ 
m anent Organization. 
Its recommenda­ 
tions were : 
For permanent Chairman, 
John P. St. John, of Sansas ; for Secretary, 
Rev. Samuel Small, of Georgia; First As­ 
sistant Secretary, J. B. Cranfell, of Texas ; 
Second Assistant Secretary, Mrs. M. M. 
Brown, of Cincinnati. 
The action of the committee was unani­ 
mously concurred in. 
Governor St. John was introduced by 
temporary Chairman Delano in a few fe­ 
licitous words, and responded happily. 
He spoke encouragingly of the outlook. 
The old parties, he said, were giving way, 
and our leaders, fearing the fall of the Re­ 
publican Babylon, bail concluded not to be 
crushed in the fall. He concluded with a 
reference to the lack of sectionalism in the 
Prohibition party, and asked that the Con­ 
vention do such work as will cause future 
generations to rise up and call it blessed.

"PRIVATE JOE FIFEE." 
If the philosophy is sound that there is 
no such thing as an accident, then the 
nomination of “ Private Joe Fifer ” for 
trovernor of Illinois is in the order of 
events that should not lie surprising. Rut 
it is certain that “ Private Fifer” will 
pass into political history as a candidate 
of the most unexjiected kind. 
lie is a 
lawyer of fair practice and a politician 
of local repute. He lias twice served his 
county in the Legislature, and witli 
credit, lie is a man of quick perceptions 
and average good judgment in business 
a Hairs. Hi* has the faculty of forming 
acquaintanceship with leading men, and 
inspiring them with confidence in him. 
All in all, he is a useful, sensible, intelli­ 
gent and progressive citizen. Rut his am­ 
bition never led him to contemplate the 
possibility of bis filling the office of Gov­ 
ernor of Illinois. He is now, however, 
altogether likely to have that honor, and 
it is due to President Cleveland. The 
Commissioner of Pensions, »ieneral Rlack, 
was appointed by him, and that official 
saw lit to indulge in a partisan rcjxirt, in 
which lie charged his Republican prede­ 
cessor w.th having made his office serve 
political ends. This drew blood in quar­ 
ters uot expected, and General Black was 
so discomforted by the result—a committee 
of investigation—that besought to justic­ 
ias charges, and among others mentioned 
the case of Joe Fifer, of Illinois, as one 
who had been granted a pension irregu­ 
larly, not to say fraudulently. This 
brought F’ifer to the front in a white heat 
of just anger. It happened that Fifer, of 
all men, h: d cause to ask for a place on 
the pension list, lie enlisted when a boy, 
and was fearfully wounded in one of the 
hottest battles of the rebellion. Ills life 
was despaired of for months, and the sur­ 
geons considered bis salvation from death 
as little less than miraculous. 
Kven 
though he recovered—set to sjieui —he was 
left an invalid, and to this day frequently 
suffers agonizing pain. Fifer wrote an 
open letter in response to General Black’s 
charge, in which, with pardonable heat, he 
repelled the charge that his jiension had 
been improperly obtained, lie set forth 
facts that put the charge to rout utterly 
and turned the tide so fiercely against 
General Rlaek that the whole country rang 
with the story of the letter. Fifer did not 
stop with refutation; lie returned shell for 
shot, and showed that Black himself en­ 
joyed a larger pension by virtue of a spe­ 
cial Act of Congress than if obtained 
through the usual channels, and then 
asked the world to judge between “ the 
two soldiers.” This served to made “ Pri­ 
vate Joe Fifer” the most “ talked-of” man 
in Illinois. Some newspaper man—these 
fellows are always early at the front of sug­ 
gestion-proposed “ Private Joe” for Gov­ 
ernor; the Republican press took up the 
idea with enthusiasm, and as a result Fifer 
received the nomination, and “ Private 
Joe’s ” campaign promises to he the most 
popular and exciting experienced by Illi­ 
nois sinee the days of Lincoln and “ the 
war.” He is sure to lie elected, and he 
to es it, as we have said, to the blunder of 
a Democratic official, thanks to appoint­ 
ment In a Democratic President. 
1 til. Monarchists are liecoming much 
bolder in France. They now openly preach 
the overthrow of the Republic, the un­ 
seating of the President and the filling of 
his place with a King. General Charelte 
is out in a speech in which he proclaims 
iiis belief that Monarchist restoration 
should take place at once, it inav he that 
the best test of the strength of political 
association is to give perfect freedom to 
any of its membership to assail it and 
preach its overthrow. 
We doubt very 
much if the American people would 
consent to such campa icging as General 
C harelte indulges tn. The comparatively 
harmless bowlings of the Chicago Anarch­ 
ists were never interrupted. It was held 
that the guarantees ot free speech protect 
the citizen in any utterances such as in­ 
dulgís! in by the Chicago Reds, and that 
the ordinary criminal laws are equal to 
the punishment of the railers when they 
trespass upon them. Rut it is probable 
public sentiment would undergo a great 
change concerning liberty of speech, if, 
for instance, such a man as utay lie com­ 
pared to Charelte in importance, sav a 
I nited States Senator, or one of the ex- 
Gcnerals of the late Confederacy, should 
go aliout counseling the pulling down 
of the President from his high seat, 
the placing of a King in his stead and the 
substitution of royal decrees for Congres­ 
sional acts. In France the conditions are 
vastly different from those under which 
the I nited State. Government is main­ 
tained. France is at best but a limited 
Republic; the ability of an opposition 
to change the President’s Ministers; the 
power of the Senate and Chamber to effect 
amendments of the organic law ; the fact 
that but a very few years ago France was 
an i.mptrc ruled almost absolutely by oue- 
tnan power; tl.at she Las within her con- ¡ 
fines an aristocratic class that has uni­ 
formly refused to acknowledge the righl- 
fulness of the republican form of govern­ 
ment—these render that libertv of speech 
and action hazardous in F’ranee which in 
the United States might be tolerated with­ 
out putting a severe strain upon our insti­ 
tutions. \\ hen Charelte declared, as he 
did to the Gunmakers’ Association, that 
the house of Bourlxm ought to and must 
rule ; that the Papal power and the right 
of that house are inseparable and that the 
ascendancy of the latter meant the rule 
also of the former; when he hade his 
hearers to proceed from words to dctsis, | 
and to stand ready to lift and uphold the 
banner of Monarchy, he offended against 
the Republic in a manner that will justify 
that Government in adopting far severer 
measures for repression of Monarchism 
than any that have as vet been sug- 1 
gested. 
> 


j interest, political ambition and demagogy 
j create in all public consideration. Now, 
I there is less of these elements in the jwlit- 
ical activity of the English colonies, and 
hence less difficulty in going directly to the 
scat of ill. Nevertheless, we would not 
exchange political systems; for with all of 
our domestic complaints we have in the 
end a truer expression of public thought, 
and attain to a closer realization of the 
will of the people than is possible under a 
class system. We may he longer in reach­ 
ing the desired end, but the path to it is 
at least free from the objections the citi­ 
zen of a Republic finds to a monarchial 
system. 
T he organization of a Republican 
League in Massachusetts completes the 
work of club organization in ail the .States 
north of the Ohio and east of the Rockv 
Mountains. California, Oregon and Ne. 
vada have not enrolled in the I.cague- 
l'lie delay to efleet organization in Cali­ 
fornia is due to the disposition to await the 
action of the National Convention. Rut 
as the League clubs are permanent organ­ 
izations and not merely for campaign 
work, the excuse is insufficient. The 
party is greater than a campaign, its aims 
beyond one season, and its schemes for the 
betterment of free government are for all 
time. The League clubs are intended to 
build tip the party, to introduce discipline 
and order into its communions and coun­ 
sellings, to get the membership into closer 
relationship, and to bring young voters 
into the ranks of the party, besides op­ 
erating as agencies for the dissemination 
of Republican doctrine, and exchanges for 
free debate of political principles. The 
Iowa State Register, which is the especial 
champion of the League system says: 
The work of club organization lias gone on 
more rapidly than the most sanguine antici­ 
pated. The movement has proven one of great 
power and popularity. \> ith every Northern 
Htate fully aroused to the importance of club 
organization and actively engaged in the work, 
the prospects lor victory in the cauipaigu are 
brighter than ever before In Iowa the work is 
going rapidly forward, and the young Republi­ 
cans of the .State are taking hold of it with 
great vigor and enthusiasm. 
Like reports come from Indiana and 
New York, and even in some of the 
Southern States there is a call for perma­ 
nent club organization. It ought to he 
effected here, and the sooner the better, 
for steps taken prior to the opening of the 
campaign are apt to lie better made and to 
result in the laying of safer foundations 
for the California League of permanent 
clubs.

T ice n;ost recent expression by G ov­ 
ernor Stanford concerning the Leland 
Stanford Jr. University is in accord with 
the jxipular conception of his purpose;

As Governor 
Stanford puts it: 
As I desire this institution to deal particularly 
with Hie welfaie of the masses, it will be open 
to the poor, as well us the rich, and the price of 
tuition will be so moderate as to he within 
the reach of most people. The very rich can 
get their education anywhere. They are wel­ 
come to tills institution il they will come but 
the otijeet is more particularly to reach the mul­ 
titude. and people who have to consider the ex­ 
penditure of every dollar.

Krec scholarship will be provided for 
meritorious young people who are unable to 
nay for their education, aud such students will 
he given an opportunity to earn monev to help 
them through tin- college course. 
This is the announcement of a beneficent 
aim that will influence all the activ­ 
ities about the University, and will make 
it unquestionably one of the most jKilent 
agencies ever known to an educational 
system to advance those whose aspirations 
are to enlarge their receptive capacity and 
augment their store of knowledge. The 
influence of such au institution upon so­ 
ciety must he exceedingly great, and will 
be one of the most important of factors in 
molding society in California, and giving 
tone and character to the thought of the 
on-coming generation. 


T h e I’ope announces that he will not 
recede from thede- larationsin his rescript. 
I hat manifesto was against boycotting and 
“the plan of campaign,” and in effect is a 
declaration in favor of the coercion Acts 
and the Unionist Government. The Irish 
leaders are reported to lie as inflexible as 
is the I‘ojic, and to defy the Bishops to 
withdraw the sympathetic aid of the 
people from their cause.

PROPRIATELY OBSERVED. 


Im pressive C erem onies in 
H onor 
o f th e 
M em ory o f th e 
F a llen Heroes. 


T he lau rel w reath o f glory 
T h at decks th e soldier’s grave. 
Is b u t the finished story. 
T he record o f th e brave ; 
A nd he, w ho d a re d th e dan g er, 
W ho b a ttle d w ell a n d tru e, 
To h o n o r w as no stranger, 
T hough g arb ed in g ray o r blue. 
The twentieth anniversary of Memorial 
Day was duly observed in this city yester­ 
day. There are no more patriotic people 
in the Union than tbose of Sacramento, 
and Memorial Day bas become with the 
citizens of this city a festival in which all 
unite in celebrating, and there is a general 
suspension on that day of all kinds of busi­ 
ness. 
Yesterday morning hundreds of men, 
women and children visited all (he cem­ 
eteries in the city, and every flower garden 
in the city was robbed of ifs (lowers, which 
were used in decorating the graves not only 
of departed soldiers, but of all the dear 
ones who have gone before, who have 
crossed the dark river and entered the un­ 
known country from whose bourne no 
traveler has ever returned. It has become 
the day, of all otheis, that the living de­ 
vote to the memories ol the dead. 


THE PROCESSION. 
The procession formed at 1:30 p. m., un­ 
der the direction of Grand Marshal 0. H. 
H ubbard at Tenth and K. The line of 
march was down K to Second, to J, to 
Tenth, to the City Cemetery, to the Grand 
Army plat. 
The order of the procession was as fol­ 
lows : A platoon of police in full uniform. 
Major C. H. Hubbard, Grand Marshal, and 
his aids—J . R. Laine, J . E. D. Baldwin, S. 
L. Richards, G. F. May dwell—mounted. 
Brigadier-General T. W. Sheehan, com­ 
manding Fourth Brigade, X. G. C., and 
staff, mounted. First Artillery Regiment 
band. Colonel T. YV. Guthrie and staff 
Major Ed. McKee, mounted. Company 
B, 
Captain 
Cook. 
Company A, Cap­ 
tain Eisenminger. Company G, Captain 
H all. 
Company 
E, Captain Seymour. 
Cadets, Captain Wiseman. 
Knights of 
Pythias, 
Captain 
Stevens. 
Fife 
and 
drum corps, consisting of 
small boys. 
Leland Stanford Camp, No. 11, Sons of 
Veterans. Carriages containing Governor 
Waterman, Secretary of State Hendricks, 
other State officials, County Clerk, License 
Collector, Board of Supervisors, Mayor 
Gregory, the City Attorney, Police Judge 
and City Trustees. The" Hussar Band, 
Sumner 
Post, W. B. Maydwell, Com­ 
mander ; W arren Post, C. YV. Wallace, 
Commander; Fair Oaks Post, E. B. Osier, 
Commander ; ex-Soldiers and Sailors, Y'et- 
erans of the Mexican YY'ar. In carriages, 
with their banners, were members of Sum­ 
ner and Fair Oaks YVomeD's Relief Corps, 
and Ladies of the G. A. R. Following in 
the wake of the last named was a long 
line of citizens in carriages. 
A finer procession was never witnessed 
in this city. The military turned out with 
well-filled companies, and the Grand Army 
Posts had full ranks. 
A light sprinkle of 
rain in the forenoon partially laid the dust, 
and although the march was long it was 
not fatiguing. 
The city was appropriately decorated, 
the national colors hanging at half-mast on 
every llag-staff in town. 


AT THE CEMETERY. 
The city of the dead presented a lively 
and 
animated spectacle. 
Thousands of 
m en, women and children had preceded 
the procession to the city cemetery, and its 
entrance was blocked with vehicles for two 
or three blocks each way. 
Gn entering the cemetery the Grand 
Army Posts advanced to the front, and pre­ 
ceded by the First Artillery band, marched 
to the Grand Army plat where the me­ 
morial exercises were held. In the center 
of the plat is erected a large statue dedica­ 
ted to “ The Fallen Heroes.” This was 
draped with the National colors, garlands 
of bright flowers clung to its every side, 
while it was capped with the symbols of 
mourning. Near by was a broken column 
made entirely of flowers, capped with a 
beautiful white lily in memory of General 
U. S. Grant. Another column sim ilar in 
size and construction was in memory of 
General J. A. Logan. 
Two large vases 
standing four feet in bight, filled with the 
choicest of flowers, were labeled respect­ 
ively “ Our B rothers” and “ Our I'nknow n 
Dead.” 
All the graves in the plot were 
covered with floral offerings. 
The Adjutant then read the general 
orders for Memorial Day, after which Com­ 
mander Maydwell, of Sumner Post, said : 
“ Comrades, the duty of to-day is of im ­ 
pressive significance. YY’e meet to honor 
our dead and to deepen our reverence for 
their w orth; to strengthen among our­ 
selves the bond of fraternity by recalling 
the memory of experiences common to us 
a ll: to encourage a more generous charity 
for our comrades who are sick or iu dis­ 
tress, and for the destitute wards of the 
Grand Army ; to renew our pledge of loy­ 
alty to our country and our flag, and to 
emphasize in the minds and hearts of all 
who may unite with us the privileges and 
duty of patriotism. Let our soldierly de­ 
portment to-day be such that we may 
worthily honor the graves we decorate, the 
memories we cherish, the flag we salute, 
and the Grand Army to which we belong.” 
The First Artillery band then played 
“ America.” 
Commander Maydwell, continuing, said: 
“ Obedience is a soldier's duty. The most 
generous instincts of our hearts prompts 
us to do what the orders from head­ 
quarters commands. This day commemor­ 
ates a valor on sea and on land that is 
illustrious. 
This day is eloquent with 
a patriotism which did not speak only from 
the lips. This day is sacred with the 
almost visible presence of those who, out 
of prison-pens and hospitals, from camps 
and battle-fields, have joined the innum er­ 
able company of those who m uster to day 
upon 
the 
parade-ground 
of heaven. 
Friends, I welcome you in the name of 
my comrades to this public service. Tou< 
Decoration Day is the memorial day of 
stalwart bravery, of patriotic heroism, ot 
national faith. It is the freedom day of a 
race emancipated from bondage, and of a 
nation redeemed from iniquity. 
It is dear 
to every soldier. 
It deepens in our hearts 
a memory of our brave and ov.r beloved— 
the Grand Army of the immortals—and 
and that memory makes precious to us the 
badge of the G. A. R. which we wear upon 
our breasts. 
May we join so reverently in 
these exercises that what we call a Decora­ 
tion Day ntay be to our dead their day of 
coronation.” 
Music by the band, “ Kelly’s American 
H ym n.” 
After a prayer by the Chaplain, Com­ 
mander Maydwell said : 
“ To-day is the 
festival of our dead. YY'e unite to honor 
the memory of our brave and our beloved, 
to enrich and ennoble our lives by recalling 
a public heroism aud a private worth that 
are immortal, to encourage by our solemn 
service a more zealous and stalwart patriot­ 
ism. Festival of the Dead ! 
Yes, though 
many eyes are clouded with tears, though 
many hearts are heavy with regret, though 
many lives are still desolate because of 
the father or brother, the husband or 
lovrr, who did not come back; though 
every grave, which a tender reverence or 
love adorns with flowers, is the shrine of a 
sorrow whose influence is still potent, 
though its keen fragrance bas been (iulied. 
Despite of all, to day is a festival, a festival 
of our dead ; no less a festival because it is 
full of solemnity. 
“And now, as in the silent camping 
ground of our dead, with soldierly tender­ 
ness and love, we garland these passionless 
mounds, let us recall those who made their 
breasts a barricade between our country 
and its foes. 
Let us recall their toils, their 
sufferings, their heroism 
their supreme 
fidelity in camp, in prison-pen, on the 
battle-field, and in the hospital, that the 
flag under which they fought and from the 
shadow of whose folds they were pro­ 
moted, may never be dishonored; that 
the 
country 
for 
whose 
union 
and 
supremacy they 
surrendered life 
may 
have the fervent and enthusiastic de­ 
votion of every citizen; 
that, as we 
stand by every grave, as before an altar, 
we may pledge our manhood that, to help 
us God, the memory of our dead shall en­ 
courage and strengthen in us all a more 
loyal patriotism. In your name, my com­ 
rades, I deposit these memorial flowers 
upon this monument, which represents the 
graves of all who died in the sacred cause 
of nur country, p u r tloral tributes shall 
wither. Let the tender fraternal love for 
which it stands endure until the touch of 
death shall chill the warm pulse-beats of 
our hearts." 
The Chaplain then said : “ Comrades, by 
ibis service, without distinction of race or 
creed, we renew our pledge to exercise a 
spirit ot fraternity among ourselves, of 


charity to the destitute wards of the Grand j 
Army, and of loyalty to the authority and ; 
union of the United States of America, 
and to our glorious flag, under whose folds 
every Union soldier’s or sailor's grave is 
the altar of patriotism .” 
A squad from Company B then fired a 
salute, after which the band played the 
“ Grand Army Memorial.” 
After the completion of the programme 
the m ultitude scattered throughout the A P istol A ccid en t 
and there

tion of graves. 


THE SON OK ALEXANDER HAMILTON. 
The Sons of Veterans, Captain Robi­ 
nette. marched to the grave of Colonel 
YY illiam Hamilton, the son of the dis­ 
tinguished American statesman of Revo­ 
lutionary 
lame, 
Alexander

Here they held special services. Their 
corps of lifers played a funeral dirge, their 
Chaplain offered up a fervent prayer, and 
the grave of the distinguished dead was 
buried beneath a wealth of floral tributes. 
The sons of the veterans of the late war 
went to the cemetery expressly for the pur­ 
pose of doing honor to the son of one of 
the 
most distinguished Americans 
of 
Revolutionary fame.
